I have reviewed Natural Diversity Database (NDDB) maps and files regarding the area of work provided for
the proposed construction of a commercial-scale PV solar energy generation facility along Middle Road, East
Windsor, Connecticut. | do not anticipate negative impacts to State-listed species (RCSA Sec. 26-306)
resulting from your proposed activity at the site based upon the information contained within the NDDB and
the current land use practice of cultivated fields. The result of this review does not preclude the possibility
that listed species may be encountered on site and that additional action may be necessary to remain in
compliance with certain state permits. This determination is good for two years. Please re-submit a new
NDDB Request for Review if the scope of work changes or if work has not begun on this project by March 5,
2022.

Natural Diversity Data Base information includes all information regarding critical biological resources
available to us at the time of the request. This information is a compilation of data collected over the years by
the Department of Energy and Environmental Protection’s Natural History Survey, cooperating units of
DEEP, landowners, private conservation groups and the scientific community.
